The maximum temperature today 
was thirty-three 
degrees, 
the first 
time the temperature has been above 
freezing for several days. 
It is not 
stated just when the cold wave will

morrow 
It will be recalled that a “north- 
’nor” hit here on Christmas morning 
j last year and the holiday was de-

The city was thronged with late 
shoppers this afternoon, all rushing

before Christmas would be 
spoiled 
and th'at many persons living in the 
country would be kept away by the 
inclement weather, but such was not 
the case. 
The temperature moderated some­ 
what during the middle of the day 
and the streets as well as the stores 


were crowded this afternoon. 
The 
Christmas rush appears to he great­ 


er this year than it has been in many 


vears past. 
The 
stocks of many 


stores have been greatly reduced so 


that late shoppers did not have the 
excellent choice which 
people who 


shopped early had.

dropped upon the.city of Dover by a 
German 
areoplane^ today. 
Having 
evidently crossed 
the 
North 
Sea 
from Belgium the hostile craft cir­ 
cled over England’s famous port and 
after droping the bomb which explo­ 
ded in a garden fdharted off toward 
the sea and escaped. 
The bomb 
dropped 
within 
four 
hundred yards of the famous Dover 
castle. 
The bomb was aimed at the 
castle. 
Great holes were torn in the 
ground and 
a few 
windows/ were 
smashed. 
The official communication from the 
war office stated that no damage was 
done. 
The German air craft 
was 
pursued by a British areoplane but 
escaped in the fog. 
The war office statement declared: 
“One of the enemy’s areoplanes wa^ 
seen over Dover at 16:55. 
A bomb 
was dropped which exploded in a 
garden and no damage! was 
done. 
The areoplane flew out to sea follow­ 
ed by a British air era ft but the pur­ 
suit was unsuccessful. 
TJie weather 
was foggv.” 


The last day of the Christmas mail 
rush, declared to be the worst ever 
experienced at the 
local postoffice,

being the heaviest business day in 
the history of the office. 
The two 
extra mew, with a horse and wagon,

It was announced at the postoffice 
this morning that all parcels that are 
received at the postoffice today and 
in the morning will be delivered. The 
postoffice here, at the great sacrifice 
of the postoffice employes, lias al­ 
ways 
endeavored 
to 
deliver 
all 
Christmas gifts by Christmas day at 
least. 
Of course, a great number 
will be received in the morning, but 
the force will not stop until the post- 
office is free of them. 
For this reason, the request was 
made at the postoffice today that 
people expecting parcels not call at 
the postoffice for them because they 
will he delivered bv Christmas after­ 
noon at four o’clock. 
It was stated 
that persons who call at the post- 
office for bundles positively could not 
be accommodated 
because 
of the 
rush. 
It will readily be seen that if 
the postoffice employes stopped with 
their work and searched for a parcel 
every time there was a call for one, 
they would soon be 
swamped and, 
with working 
all day 
Christmas, 
could not get the christmas mail out 
of the way. 
The postoffiee force started out 
this morning with 'the decks cleared 
for action, after having worked until 
ten-thirty o’clock last night. 
They 
had to work hard last night to pre­ 
vent being covered up with mail to­ 
day. 
At eight o’clock last night no 
incoming mail since 3:30 in the after­ 
noon bad been put up, but 
every 
pie<'e was 
disposed of 
before the 
postoffiee employes left the building. 
The force sent the outgoing mail

Well “cold” is a s good

failing to obey the laws of our well­ 
being.

blood, and practical care of the body 
Benj.

York).—Dope Benedict XV has de­ 
cided upon a 
settlement 
of 
the 
Roman qeustion—that 40 year old 
quarrel between the Quirinal and the 
Vatican which since 1870 has kept 
the popes perpetual prisoners in the 
latters palace. 
Negotiations to this end have al­ 
ready been gotten under way and 
whenever a peace conference meets 
to settle the questions arising out of 
the present great European war, the 
Vatican hopes also to have peace. 
The decision of Pope Benedict to 
this end is only another evidence of 
the energy and decisiveness 
which 
has marked every act of his pontifi­ 
cate, already only a few months old. 
Incidentally it has also served 
to 
establish him to a eertain extent as 
the follower of Pope Leo and Rom- 
polla, under whom he was assistant, 
secretary of state, for the plan which 
Pope Benedict has evolved will bring 
into play all of the subtle diplomatic 
genius for which the Vatican under 
Pope Leo was famous. 
Tin1 negotiations which Pope Ben­ 
edict. is declared 
on 
the 
highest 
authority to have already 
opened 
with England, and through England 
with Russia, and France, to the end 
that the Vaticaua may be officially 
represented at the peace conference 
whenever it comes. With this official 
representation, the Vatican will then 
have no difficulty through the diplo­ 
matic pressure which it exerts at tlie 
courts of all the great powers of 
presenting its claims and of arriving 
at a settlement. 
The Roman question, which devel­ 
oped when the new Kingdom ot Italy 
in 1870 took! Rome from the Popes, 
has been handed down since then by 
one pope to another a s 
a sort 
of 
legacy that has never been settled. 
ope Pius IX. under whom the tem­ 
poral power was taken from the pon­ 
tiffs, at once shut himself up in the 
Vatican declaring himself a prisoner 
at the hands of Italy. He refused to 
recognize the law of guaarantees en­ 
acted by soverigntv as well within 
the limited restrictions ot the X ¿»ti- 
can walls. 
The legacy in this form was hand­ 
ed on to Pope Leo XI11, who coped 
with it in his own peculiar way. 
It 
was the one aim of his whole ponti- 
cate to bring about, through subtle 
diplomatic relations, the restoration 
to the Holy See of the papal states 
and the full temporal power of the 
pontiff. 
It was in the carrying out 
of these efforts that the present pope 
a> under secretary of state had the 
diplomatic training which promises 
to plav so important a part in the 
plan now accredited for a settlement. 


Pope Leo’s ambitions failed utterly 
and the unsolved Roman question be­ 
came1 again a legacy to Pope Pius X. 
He following the footsteps 
of 
his 
predecessors, at least in remaining 
a prisoner inthe "N atiean, 
although 
no secret was ever made of the fact 
that Pope Pius would 
gladly have 
ended the quarrel. 
Iu fact, only last 
year an attempt was made by him, 
an attempt which, although it fail­ 
ed, will be the basis of the one now 
to he made by Pope Benedict X^ .

of Pope Pius X, which 
was given public utterance by 
the

Catholic gathering in Italy, provide« 
that the Law of Guarantees e»iacte< 
by Italy be internationalized by all o 
the leading powers.

which she could not permit. So great 
was this storm protest that the pro­ 
ject was at once dropped and Pope 
ius died shortly afterwarads. 
Al­ 
though Italy will unquestionably con­ 
tinue its objection to any interna­ 
tionalization of her Laws of Guar­ 
antees, the Vatican has reason to 
believe that the 
present 
European 
war has created a situation in which 
taly may be forced to Yield. 
In the peace conference which will 
end the present war it is taken for 
granted, that Italy will be 
officially 
represented. If she is not represent­ 
ed by reason of having actually p ar­ 
ticipated in the war, she will be rep­ 
resented as having claimed for com­ 
pensation for her neutrality and this 
is where the Vatican expects to find 
ler amenable to reason. 
In such large Catholic countries 
as Austria, theVatican has a power­ 
ful influence. 
In 
other 
countries, 
which are not ranked 
officially 
as 
Catholic, she is still all powerful be­ 
cause of the large elements of Catho­ 
lic population. 
Should, for example, 
Italy 
want 
certain 
compensation 
from Austria, it would be very much 
to her advantage to have the help of 
the Vatican and this could be had bv 
making the desired concessions re­ 
garding the Law of Guarantees. 
If 
for example, England, werereluctant 
to help the Vatican in the matter, 
she might get a different light on the 
subject should the Vatican suggest 
the possibility of using its strong in­ 
fluence 
with 
the 
Irish 
catlioli 
masses. 
In fact there is hardly a country 
which will ge represented at 
the 
peace conference, with 
which 
the 
Vatican will not 
have 
a 
certain 
strong influence. 
Even were Italy to 
prove unbending on the question, it is 
believed that the internationalization 
of the Lawty of Guarantee could be 
effected without even consulting Ital> 
on the question. Italy, should she 
care to maintain her dignity in that 
way, could even pretend to ignore 
this outside guarantee. 
This, how ­ 
ever, it is not believed it will he nec­ 
essary to do. 
Italy it is confident 1> 
believed will have ends to attain at 
the peace conference that will make 
friendship w ith the \ atiean highly 
desirable, and thus through a com­ 
bination of the diplomatic 
power 
wielded gy Pope Leo and the sensible 
peace plans offered by Pope 
Pius, 
Pope Benedict may finally attain the 
end. 
The Vatican in return will re­ 
nounce iU claims if not its right, to 
temporal sovereignty over the terri­ 
tory taken from it by Italy and Rome 


But 
our progress 
was 
extremely 
slow. 
We stopped for an hour oi 
more at every switch, to allow’ trains 
coming from the direction

We spent most of 
our time at the windows.

Anoth­ 
er Russian leaning from the box car 
door for a cigarette lost his balance 
and fell out on the ground, 
carry­ 
ing with him a Hungarian sentry who 
stood at the doorway, rifle and all. 
The two enemies rubbed their shins, 
looked at! each other 
and 
laughed 
and climbed back into the car. What 
w’ould have been the 
good 
of 
the 
Russian 
running? 
What 
chance 
would he have had even had lie es­ 
caped, in a country where his uni­ 
form would spell death 
for 
him? 
Wisely enough lie crawled back into 
his box car prison and grinned his 
thanks as lie took the first “pull” at 
the cigarette that had cost 
him 
a 
bruised shin. The sentry could not 
smoke being on duty, but lie grinued 
his thanks as he tucked his cigarette 
into his hat. 
/ slept on the strawr in 
the 
box 
car the first night in 
my 
sleeping 
bag. 
The Italian and the Swiss did 
not want the window of our compart­ 
ment opened and the only way to get 
fresh air was to take to the open car 
The Italian, who is an officer in the 
Italian navy, explained to me that 
“fresh air at sea was dry and health­ 
ful but on land lie could not endure it 
because it was too 
damp.” 
The 
econd night I slept on a fiat car be­ 
cause there were twelve men in the 
gox ear who insisted on keeping the 
door closed. 
At la-st 
I got 
enougii 
fresh air, even though I had to dig 
myself out of a drift of black cinders 
in the morning. 
In thirty-six hours 
we had gone agout sixty miles and 
Colonel Jolin, our escort decided to 
take to the high roads with the auto- 
busses. 
While the busses were be­ 
ing unloaded 
we 
took 
breakfast. 
hen af Red Cross doctor, who was 
a friend of the military doctor who 
bad our respective healths in charge. 
showred us through a well appointed 
Hospital train which was standing in 
the yards. 
I would just as lief have 
been ill in that train as in a hospital 
except, of course, for the rattle of 
the cars. 
“Come with me,” said 
the 
Red 
Cross doctor, after we had done the 
train, “there’s a train coming in soon 
with a cholero suspect on it and you 
can see him.” 
The train 
was 
already 
in the 
station. 
In the last compartment of 
the last car, we saw a soldier lean­ 
ing, sickly, against the 
wall. 
A 
stretcher was laid out on the plat­ 
form, the doctor opened the compart­ 
ment door and the soldier, obeying 
orders, staggered to the doorway and 
down the two car steps and sunk on­ 
to the stretcher with a sigh of relief. 
He looked unspeakably ill and weak. 
A doctor wearing a long white robe 
and a white mask covered the s i c k 
oldier with a >heet. 
Other men in

closed and a man with a brush and 
paste like the bill poster deftly slap­ 
ped a red sign over the cardoor, seal­ 
ing it.

Allen has submitted to Gov. Dunne 
a plan advocating sweeping changes 
in the 
sta te ’s 
penal f system, 
lie 
would have all but about 400 of the 
normal prison population of 
1,600 
convicts live in cottages and work in 
the open air. 
The 400— the p ro fe s­ 
sional 
thieves, 
highwaymen 
and 
murderers who live by 
crime,

would confine as a if present in cell- 
hottses under heavy guard and with 
the threat of solitary confinement in 
a dungeon for disobedience of prison 
rules. 


This new scheme of conducting a 
prison would have doubly beneficial 
results, the W arden 
declares.

"stopped up" and he has the "snif- 
fles." It may be he has "stiff pa'ins" 
in his shoulders and back 'and feels 
dull and heavy. Again he has a" 
slight or a severe cough with pains in 
his chest and he raises large quanti- 
ties of mucous. His eyes are red; 
his nose "runs," his features 
are 


drawn and ho is triily miserable. 


Well "cold" is as good a... name 


as any, but it would be quite truth- 
ful to say when one is suffering with 
the above symptoms—"I have been 
foolish." Yes it is foolishness 
to 


have a cold, simply because colds, 
appear when) we abuse ourselves by 
failing to obey the laws of our well- 
being. 


Colds are of 
different kinds f but 


Ihe most common kinds are the result 
of the unwholesome state of the body 
due to excessive eating, and lack of 
attention, to bodily functions. It fre- 
quently is not cold at all, but is auto- 
intoxication. At all meals, and es- 


pecially at Sunday dinners or Christ- 
mas feasts, we frequently store away 
more food than our stomachs and in- 
testinal tubes pan properly manage; 
it ferments and putrifies

poisons which are 
absorbed, and 


headaches, 
oppressed- breathing, 


pains in neck and snoulders, heavy 
eyes, coated tongue, pimples, dull 
feelings, etc, etc. We usually attri- 
butte these trpubles to a draught or 
wet feet but these are simply 
the 


match which starts the . fire. The 
shavings and' kindlings having been 
carefully laid by foolish living. The 
cure is not to be found in drugs, but 
in rational eating an reaction of the 
blood, and practical care of the body 
Benj. Franklin noticed that what 
ordinary people called "colds" were 
frequently 
simply' self-poisoning 


from eating and so he wrote-^- 


"Avoid the sin of gluttony. 
Eat 


for necessity, not pleasure; for lust 
knows not when necessity ends."

this end is only another evidence of 
the energy and decisiveness which 
has marked every act of his pontifi- 
cate, already only a few mouths old. 
Incidentally it has also served to 
establish him to a certain extent as 
the follower of Pope Leo and Rom- 
p'ollu, under whom he was assistant, 
secretary of state, for the plan which 
Pope Benedict has evolved will bring 
into play all of the subtle diplomatic 
genius for which the Vatican under 
Pope Leo was famous. 


'''The negotiations which Pope Ben- 
edict, is declared on the 
highest 


authority to have already 
opened 


with England, and through England, 
with Russia and France,' to the end 
that the Vaticaua may be officially 
represented at the peace conference 
whenever it comes. With this official 
representation, the Vatican will then 
have no difficulty through the diplo- 
matic pressure which it exerts at the 
courts of all the great powers of 
presenting its claims and of arriving 
at ia. settlement.

! cate to bring about, through subtle 


diplomatic relations, the restoration 
to the Holy See of the papal states 
and the full temporal power of the 
pontiff. It was in the carrying out 
of these efforts that the'present pope 
as under secretary of state had the 
diplomatic' training which promises 
to play so important a part in the 
plan now accredited for a settlement. 


Pope Leo's ambitions failed.utterly 


and th'e unsolved Roman question be- 
came again a legacy to Pope Pius X.

predecessors, at least in remaining

not by Italy alone, but by the powers 
at large. 


To this project, Italy raised 
a 


storm of protest. She declared the 
question purely an internal one, and 
that the interference of any outside 
power or the regnaranteeing of her 
own guarantees would be an insult 
to her national honor and dignity 
which she could not permit. So great 
was1" this storm protest that the pro- 
ject was at once dropped and Pope 
Pius died shortly afterwarads. Al- 
though Italy will unquestionably con- 
tinue its objection to any.interna- 
tionalization of her Laws.of Guar- 
antees, the Vatican has reason to 
believe that the present European 
war has created a situation in which 
Italy may be forced to Yield. 


In the peace conference which will 


end the present war it is taken for 
granted, that Italy will be 
officially 


represented. If she is not represent- 
ed by reason of having actually par- 
ticipated in the war, she will be rep- 
resented as having claimed for com- 
pensation for her neutrality .and this 
is where the Vatican expects to find 
liar amenable to reason. 


In such large Catholic countries 


as Austria, theVaticau has a power- 
ful influence. In 
other 
countries, 


which are not ranked 
officially 
as 


Catholic, she is still all powerful be- 
cause of the largeelements of Catho- 
lic population. Should, for example, 
Italy want certain compensation 
from Austria, it would be very much 
to her advantage to have the help of 
the Vatican and this could be had by 
making the desired concessions re- 
garding the Law of Guarantees. If 
for example, England, werereluctant 
to help the Vatican in the matter, 
she might get a different light on the 
subject should the Vatican suggest 
the possibility of using its strong in- 
fluence with 
the . Irish

In fact there is hardly a country 


which will ge represented at 
the 


peace conference, with which 
the 


Vatican will not have a 
certain 


strong influence. Even were. Italy to 
prove unbending on the question, it is 
believed that the internationalization 
of the Lawsj of Guarantee could be 
effected without even consulting Italy 
on the question. Italy, should she 
care to maintain her dignity in that 
way,

At last I got enough 
fresh air, even though I had to dig 
myself out of a drift of black cinders 
in the morning.

breakfast. 


Then a, Red Cross doctor, who was 
a friend of the military doctor who 
had our respective healths in charge, 
showed us through a well appointed 
hospital train which was standing in 
the yards. I would just as lief have 
been ill in that train as in a hospital 
except, of "course, for the rattle of 
the cars.

Cross doctor, after we had done the 
train, "there's a train coming in soon 
with a cholero suspect on it and you 
can see him."

cure for first offenders; 
dungeons, 


cell-houses and the stone quarry for 
hardened criminals—this is the pro- 
gram Warden E. M. Allen of the Ill- 
inois state prison hopes to work out 
if the state legislature appropriates 
$1,200,000' for the reconstruction of 
the Joliet penitentiary. 


Allen has submitted to Gov. Dunne 


a plan advocating sweeping changes 
in the state's penal , system. He 
would have all but about 400 of the 
normal prison population of 1.600 
convicts live in cottages and work -in 
the open air. The 400—the profes- 
sional 
thieves, 
highwaymen and 


murderers who live by 
c-rinie, 
he 


would confine as aty present in cell- 
houses under heavy guard and with 
the threat of solitary confinement in 
a dungeon for disobedience of prison 
rules. 


This new scheme of conducting a 


prison would have doubly beneficial 
results, the Warden 
declares. 
It 


would give first offenders 
a 
fresh 


lease on life and at the same time 
isolate them from thejiardened crim- 
inals. Thct penitentiary in this way 
would attempt to remedy defects, the 
warden says, instead of becoming a 
school for crime. 


Allen would extent the system of 


having "honor" prisoner 
work -_pn 


state roads, the experiment having 
proven yery satisfactory thus far. 
He would keep the 
prison 
stone 


quarry in operation, forcing harden- 
ed criminals to break rock for the 
state highways. 


Manufacturing inside the prison 


walls for private firms he would 
abolish entirely. He would retain the 
prison shoe factory with the under- 
standing that boots and shoes be 
made only for inmates of state insti- 
tutions and not be put in the market 
in competition with other labor. 


He would have more convicts- al 


work on the prison farm and extend 
this idea so that prisoners could sup- 
ply all state institutions with meat 
cereals and dairy products. The cot- 
tages he would liavc built inside a 
high stockade.

The reason for the confident asser- 
tion is the ascertaining of the fact 
that Herod died about four years be- 
fore Christ, 


The basis of this supposition is 


the report that at the time of the 
birih of Christ "there were sheph- 
erds abiding in the field, watching 
their flock by night," a circumstance 
not natural in the latitude of •Beth- 
lehem near the shortest day. Thut 
is the height of the rainy season in 
Judea, and the date does not appear 
to have been observed generally be- 
fore the fifth century. 
, 


Many .students of bRiical history 


have argued that the story about the 
star of Bethelem points to a date for 
the nativity not later than May 8. 
B. C. 6. 
On that date the planets 


Venus and Jupiter were so closely ir. 
conjunction as seen from the earth, 
that the apparent distance between 
them was equal to the breadth of the 
full moon. These planets were then 
visible in the east a couple of hours' 
before sunrise and must have pro- 
duced a strikingly beautiful appear 
auee and have been spoken of as on. 
object.

of Herod, a fact that
